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Guilty verdict in sexual assault case

Carstairs resident Phillip 
Racine was found guilty of sex¬ 
ual assault last week after a 
two day trial in a Calgary court 
of Queen's Bench. 

Racine, former vice-princi¬ 
pal of the Hugh Sutherland 
School and a Carstairs town 
councillor, will face sentencing 
on March 3. 

The charge of sexual assault 
was laid last year after a January 
25th party at the Didsbury 
home of one of Racine's col¬ 
leagues during which a wom¬ 


an's breast was fondled. 

A second charge of rape, 
laid at the same time, but 
stemming from a separate 
incident, was stayed. 

The 44-year-old Racine, is 
currently on leave with the 
County of Mountain View 
School Board. Shirley Van 
Eaton, Mountain View Assistant 
School Superintendent, said 
the board will not make any 
decisions about Racine's 
employment with them until 
after the appeal process has run 
its course. 


"From a legal standpoint, 
the board really can't make any 
decisions until the full legal 
process has been completed, 
and that includes the possibility 
of appeal. When that happens, 
then the school board will 
decide what will happen." 

Teachers convicted of 
criminal offenses are also 
subject to disciplinary action 
under the by-laws and Code of 
Professional Conduct of the 


Alberta Teachers' Association. 
Dave Jeary, Executive Assistant 
with the ATA said teachers 
found guilty of unethical con¬ 
duct can face penalties ranging 
from a verbal reprimand to the 
suspension or withdrawal of 
their teaching certification with 
the province. 

Crown prosecutor on the 
case Shirley Jackson was 
pleased with the judge's de¬ 
cision and said Racine may 


receive a fine, jail or suspended 
sentence when he returns for 
sentencing next month. 

"The convictions vary de¬ 
pending on the circum¬ 
stances," she said. "But this is a 
different case because he was 
in a position of trust at the time 
of the incident. The judge made 
such a firm ruling in this that he 
may also come down with a 
firm sentence, but you can 
never tell." 



Downtown revitalization 
concept building

The creation of a business 
revitalization zone is being 
discussed by a committee of 
concerned area business peo¬ 
ple who want to ensure the sur¬ 
vival of Didsbury in these tough 
economic times. 

The committee, which 
grew from one formed four 
years ago to look at how to 
develop downtown Didsbury, 
is currently meeting regularly 
with a provincial facilitator to 
learn more about what they can 
do to keep area residents shop¬ 
ping at home and to attract new 
customers. 

Cary Hatcher, committee 
and President of the Didsbury 
Chamber of Commerce said the 
idea of establishing a business 
revitalization zone came after 
an application for funding from 
the Main Street Alberta pro¬ 
gram fell through. 

"Originally we had hired a 
consultant through the Tourism 
Action Committee and then 
developed a plan on how to im¬ 
prove the downtown physically 
and through promotion," he 
said. "We took the plan to the 
Main Street Alberta program for 
funding but that was a no go, so 
then we decided to look at a 
BRZ and what it could do for 
us. Now we are just finding out 
how the whole system works." 


The BRZ is a program un¬ 
der which business areas can 
be deemed special zones, eligi¬ 
ble for funding for upgrade and 
promotion. The idea has taken 
hold in a number of communi¬ 
ties, such as 17th Ave. in 
southwest Calgary, where 
restorations and other im¬ 
provements have been made in 
an effort to draw customers 
back to stores in the area. 

Hatcher said the commit¬ 
tee's work right now with the 
provincial facilitator is part of a 
learning process which will 
eventually lead to the creation 
of a definite plan on how 
Didsbury businesses can attract 
more customers. Once a plan is 
drawn up and receives the sup¬ 
port of local merchants and 
businesses, a petition would be 
made to town council to for¬ 
mally establish a BRZ. Once a 
BRZ is established, the real 
work on realizing the goals of 
the committee can begin. 

"No doubt about it, it's alot 
of work." said Hatcher. "But a 
survey showed that 51 per cent 
of disposable dollars are being 
spent out of town. We need to 
get people to focus inwardly 
and see all the unique stuff we 
have here." 

While the committee is not

Teachers contract ratified

A new school contract be¬ 
tween the Bow Valley School 
Authorities Association and its 
teachers was ratified last week, 
staving off a threatened teach¬ 
ers' strike. 

The contract, approved by 
84 percent of the teachers 
under the BVSAA, gives teach¬ 
ers a 5.2 percent salary increase 
for the 1991/92 school year. 


after a similar contract offer was 
rejected by the teachers. The 
new contract was made through 
negotiations by boards and 
teachers under the direction of 
provincially appointed medi¬ 
ator. 

Other salary increases for 
teachers around the province 
averaged 5.5 percent for the 
1991/92 school year. 


retroactive to September 1, 
1991. 

The new contract also out¬ 
lines a plan which sees school 
boards under the BVSAA pay 
75 per cent towards benefit 
plans for teachers. 

Ratification of the contract 
comes in time to ward off a pro¬ 
posed teachers' strike, which 
was threatened late last year

Gossip?

Gossip. The word is ambiguous, ranging in meaning 
from idle chitchat about the welfare of the neighbours 
to slander. It can be hurtful or helpful, depending in the 
intent of those doing the gossiping. Some consider it a 
great way to keep up on news about the community 
they live, while others avoid it like the plague. 

Why do we gossip? Is there some primeval need to 
discuss the problems of others in order to make 
ourselves feel better about the state of our own lives, or 
is it merely a means to pass the time and to com¬ 
municate in an easy way with those around us? What¬ 
ever the motivation, we have all seen how gossip can 
get quickly out of hand, ruining the reputations of fine 
people in the community by misunderstanding. But on 
the other hand, it can be at times beneficial, alerting 
people to the needs of their neighbours, and often times 
rallying a group to take matters into their own hands to 
help those who cannot help themselves. 

So where do we draw the line? What is need-to- 
know information and what it just plain dirt? And how 
do we make sure those misunderstandings don't occur? 
Part of the solution is the bundle of paper you are 
reading right now. The community newspaper focuses 
on small areas and the people in them, presenting fac¬ 
tual information about the issues and the residents cur¬ 
rently being gossiped about. I have heard arguments 
against publishing information about people until they 
have been proven "guilty." Publishing names, they say, 
only serves to ruin their lives. But I don't see it that way. 
Leaving the rumour mill unchecked by the facts can, at 
times, be far more harmful. The community newspaper 
makes the facts available, at a glance, to everyone as a 
point of reference, and that only serves the best interest 
of both the gossiper and the gossipee. 


Series of thefts 
stump Police 

Didsbury RCMP are on the lookout for the culprits re¬ 
sponsible for a series of break, enter and theft incidents in 
the area between February 7 and 13. 

Among the businesses targetted in the rash of breakins 
include; Feegs Propane Office in Didsbury, R.E. Tire in 
Carstairs, the Carstairs Community Hall, and twice at the 
Carstairs Co-op Grocery Store. 

RCMP investigations reveal damages in each case rang¬ 
ing from pried doors to smashed windows.

Boundary proposal panned 


Dear Editor: 

"The Price of F reedom is E ternal 
Vigilance" 

Your readers may have seen 
the maps of the proposed 
changes for the boundaries of 
provincial constituencies in last 
week's papers. 

I would like to point out a 
few of the many implications that 
will undoubtedly arise if we can't 
stop this nonsense from going 
ahead 

What is really happening is 
an over-reaction to the fact that 
the cities of Alberta have grown 
in population in comparision to 
the rural population so there is 
some need to address that 
problem when it comes to 
providing a balance between the 
numbers of people that are 
represented by each MLA. 

Unfortunately the way this is 
being carried out is worse than 
the problem to start with. For 
example, the Olds-Didsbury rid¬ 
ing, of which we are part, runs 


from just south of Crossfield to 
just south of Bowden, and from a 
mile or two east of #2 H ighway to 
the mountains. 

The proposed riding splits 
the county halfway between 
Didsbury and Olds and the south 
half runs all the way into Calgary 
North Hill. The result is that 
there will be about 18,000 votes 
in the city and about 8,000 votes 
scattered over the whole area 
from Didsbury to E Ikton to 
Cochrane to about 14th St. N W 
in Calgary and then north, 
includes Crossfield and Car¬ 
stairs. 

The north half of the county 
goes in with Olds and Sundre and 
runs clear north to Caroline, 
Rocky Mountain House and just 
west of Sylvan Lake 

Many other ridings arcxind 
Calgary and Edmonton have 
been treated the same way-large 
numbers of city voters lumped in 
with much fewer rural voters, 
scattered over a very large area. 


The result will be that people 
in rural areas will have virtually 
NO say in how they are governed. 

The way the process of Pub¬ 
lic Hearings is set up, we have 
little chance of changing the 
proposal unless a lot of people 
get after this thing. 

The first real chance is on 
February 25 at the Olds College 
from 7 to 9 p.m. The commission 
is holding 6 meetings there to 
hear <xjr reaction. 

Those who feel they can put 
scxnething in writing are urged to 
do so--this comes down to 
numbers-the more of us that 
protest the better chance we have 
of overturning the decision. 

If you don't feel you can 
write anything down, please for 
the sake of all of us-load up a car 
of friends and appear that night 
at Olds and show the Province 
that WE believe in making 
Democracy work

Home Care 

Dear Editor: 

Inflexibility in home care 
regulations is forcing parents to 
leave their infants and young 
children in hospital rather than 
having them at home. 

When the provincial home 
care regulations were expanded 
last year to include individuals 
under age 65, a ceiling of 
$3,000.00 per month was also 
introduced. As well, children who 
would normally have received 
home care funding under Handi¬ 
capped Children's Services from 
the department of Family and 
Social Services are now covered 
by the Department of Health—a 
change I believe has created 
serious deterioration in home 
care services for children 

Before these changes. 
Handicapped Children's Services 
provided home support based on 
the young child's needs and if the 
family or doctors were unsatis¬ 
fied with the level of services, 
they could appeal the decision to 


an independent board. 

Now under the Department 
of Health's new regulations, 
people are allotted up to a 
maximum of $3,000.00 for home 
support with no avenue of appeal 
for parents or medical staff 

To demonstrate the anxiety 
created by the changes, here are 
a few families who are struggling 
to get enough home support to 
bring their young children hcxne 
- E leven-month-old Nicho¬ 
las Wegner who has spent the 
majority of his short life at the 
University of Alberta Hospital. 
His mother. Sue Wegner has 
been with him constantly in the 
hospital, has learned to perform 
all of her son's medical proce¬ 
dures and functions and has 
acquired the necessary equip¬ 
ment through service club 
donations. Because of the nature 
of Nicholas' illness, he requires a 
minimum of 70 hours of nursing 
care per week and 10 hours relief 
care At present, home care 


officials have offered the Weg¬ 
ner's 40 hours a week for a three 
month period 

- Samuel Hare, 12 months 
old also need 24 hour nursing 
care. Young Samuel was home 30 
days before the parents were 
given approval for just 21 hours a 
week of home care. Although this 
figure was completely inade¬ 
quate, it was made even worse 
because shifts were often cancel¬ 
led with little warning to the 
parents As a result of the lack of 
support the exhausted parents 
were forced to place Samuel back 
into hospital 

Nicholas and Samuel require 
24 hour monitoring. The parents 
cannot possibly maintain a 
schedule of arcxjnd the clock 
care, seven days a week, with one 
parent having to earn a full-time 
income Under this pace, the 
health of the entire family could 
be in jeopardy.

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New arrangement for Indians 


together with Hon. Tom Siddon, 
Federal Indian and Northern 
Affairs Minister, announced a 
new Administrative Reform Ar¬ 
rangement for the delivery of 
Social Services to Status Indians 
This arrangement will provide 
more fairness in the delivery of 
services to both on-and-off Status 
Indians residing in Treaty 7 and 8 
areas of Alberta. 

The arrangement replaces 
the existing Transfer Agreement 
between the federal government 
and the province regarding Social 
Services for Indians in Alberta 
under Treaties 7 and 8 It does 
not alter the country's or the 
province's obligations under 
treaties, statutes, or the Consti¬ 
tution. 

The arrangement is aimed at 
facilitating the administration 
and delivery of Social Services to 


may also allow interested F irst 
Nations and Aboriginal organiza¬ 
tions to begin assuming responsi¬ 
bility for administering Social 
Services to both on- and 
off-reserve Status Indians. 

I am pleased to see the 
development of the Administra¬ 
tive Reform Arrangement for 
Social Services. I believe that it is 
important to address the princi¬ 
ple of ensuring equity in the 
provision of services to Alberta's 


Status Indians, as well as the 
funding of these services. Ac¬ 
cording to the agreement the 
province of Alberta will fund 
Social Services for Status Indians 
living off-reserve and the Federal 
Government will fund Social 
Services expenditures for Status 
Indians on-reserve. 

In addition, the agreement 
will eliminate many other inade¬ 
quacies and inequities associated 
with existing arrangements It 


Status Indians. Moreover, I am 
pleased that the agreement was 
the product of significant cooper¬ 
ation between the Alberta Chiefs, 
the Government of Alberta, and 
the Federal Government.

How to prevent coyote predation at calving time 


As the main calving season 
approaches, farmers should as¬ 
sess their management practices 
and take steps to discourage 
coyotes near their cattle says an 
Mberta Agriculture regional 
oroblem wildlife supervisor. 

"Coyotes are opportunistic 
Dredators," says Bob Acorn 
'They have an inborn ability to 
'ecognize and quickly take 
advantage of distressed or 
defenceless animals such as 
lewborn calves, cows in difficult 


labor and sick ’ or injured 
livestock This means farmers 
should protect their livestock 
with preventative measures be¬ 
fore and during calving." 

Cows due to calve should be 
in well fenced areas and be 
closely supervised he says. 
First-term heifers require special 
attention because they are most 
likely to have birthing problems. 
Calving areas should have proper 
bedding and protection from 
wind and other weather. A 


lighted calving area also helps 
discourage coyotes and makes 
herd surveillance easier Sick or 
injured calves and cows should 
be placed in a secure, protected 
areas as they are more suscept¬ 
ible to predation than healthy 
animals These precautionary 
measures should also be taken 
with near-term ewes and lambs. 

"Coyotes rarely attack and 
kill large, healthy cattle Of all 
the confirmed coyote cattle kills 
in 1990, 96 per cent were calves

Fertilizer program deadline extended 


Alberta Agriculture 
iinister Ernie Isley has extend- 
d the Alberta Farm Fertilizer 
rice Protection Plan deadline 
5 February 28, 1992. "Many 
roducers, especially those af- 
jcted by drought in northeast- 
rn Alberta, are experiencing 
ifficulty in meeting their finan- 
ial obligations. Municipal 


representatives have requested 
that the deadline be extended 
to give farmers more time to ap¬ 
ply," he says. The Alberta Farm 
Fertilizer Price Protection plan 
has been in effect since 1985 
and provided over $135 million 
in rebates. The program official¬ 
ly ended on July 31, 1991. 
FHowever, since purchases must 


be paid for at the time of ap¬ 
plication, farmers were given 
until January 31, 1992 to apply. 
Applications can be made at 
Alberta Agriculture district of¬ 
fices. For more information, 
contact Lloyd Andruchow in 
Edmonton at 427-5672. 


less than five months old. The 
majority of these were less than 
one week old. Only one p)er cent 
of the confirmed coyote kills were 
of cattle older than two years," 
he says 

A coyote's scavenging in¬ 
stinct also puts an emphasis on 
proper disposal of agricultural 
carrion adds Acorn. "Dead 
animals are the main component 
of a coyote's winter diet. Where 
they can scavenge carrion is 
where you'll find coyotes. The 
presence of carrion on your farm 
will attract coyotes to the vicinity 
of your livestock, and increases 
the chances of predation. Im¬ 
proper disposal by one land¬ 
holder can create coyote prob¬ 
lems for neighbours." 

Farmers should quickly and 
properly dispose of all dead 
livestock, stillborns, afterbirth 
and other animal's remains. The 
Livestock Diseases Act requires 
dead animals be disposed of 
within 48 hours he notes. 

Acorn says the best ap¬ 
proach for carcass disposal is 
through rendering plants Ren¬ 
dering companies will pick up 
dead animals from farms within 
their business area. Dead live¬ 
stock can also be hauled to ^ 
municipal disposal site that 
allows carcass disposal Small 
carcass remains and carrion can 
be burned or placed in a covered 
disposal pit and limed. 

Farmers concerned about 
nuisance coyotes can use two 
measures to remove them from 
their property. Landholders, and 
residents with permission of the 
landowner, can shoot coyotes on 
private property throughout the 
year "Just the act of shooting 
helps to frighten coyotes away," 
he says. 


As well, recent changes to 
the Wildlife Act now permit 
holders of a resident trapping 
license to use neck snares to 
capture coyotes during the fur 
season. 

Signs of coyote predation 
include attacks and feeding on 
the flanks of small calves and 
considerable evidence of bleed¬ 
ing. If predation occurs, farmers 
should immediately contact their 
municipal agricultural fieldman 
for an investigation and assis¬ 
tance. 

"Promptly cover the carcass 
at the kill site with a tarp to 
prevent the coyotes from feeding 
on the dead animal, and to 
protect all the evidence until a 
government investigator ar¬ 
rives," advises Acorn. "An 
examination of the carcass and 
death site by an inspector will 
confirm the death was from 
coyote predation, and not just 
coyotes scavenging on an already 
dead animal. This is necessary 
before compensation or other 
assistance is provided."

EduFarm ideas presented 


By Janice Harrington 

A strategy for turning the 
Olds College into an agricultur¬ 
al interpretative centre was 
made public last week at a 
meeting on the Olds College 
campus. 

The "EduFarm” concept is 
one both the College and the 
Town of Olds hope will turn the 
Olds area into a major tourist 
attraction along the Calgary- 
Edmonton corridor. 

At the first public meeting 
on the idea last Thursday, Edu¬ 
Farm Steering Committee 
Chairperson Sharon Carry said 
the idea for EduFarm grew from 
a tourism study which named 
the Olds College as a poten¬ 
tial tourist attraction. 

"This study identified the 
College as a place that could at¬ 
tract alot of tourism," Carry 
said. "Already there are over 
25,000 visitors to the campus 
each year, so we just had to 


look at what could make us 
even more attractive. That lead 
to the EduFarm idea." 

Last Thursday's meeting 
was held to solicit public input 
on initial concepts by a team on 
consultants hired by the steer¬ 
ing committee. The consultants 
estimate 75,000 people could 
be attracted to the area each 
year by EduFarm. 

Ed Romanowski, consultant 
for Edmonton's Pannell Kerr 
Forster, said agriculture will be 
a great draw for people from ur¬ 
ban centres. 

"The public has lost sight of 
agriculture; its culture, its his¬ 
tory, what it means to this 
country. It's important for peo¬ 
ple to regain an understanding 
of rural culture, and the en¬ 
vironmental growth and move¬ 
ment out of cities is re-igniting 
interest in this." 

Romanowski said initial 
concept for the development of 


EduFarm sees, among other 
things, construction of a 2 
million interpretative centre on 
campus, riding stables, green¬ 
houses and farm vacation tours. 

"The whole idea capital¬ 
izes on a major resource we 
already have here," he said. 
"That way it will be lower cost, 
gradual in growth and won't 
disrupt life on campus com¬ 
pletely." 

The responses gained from 
last week's meeting, which was 
attended by about 35 area 
residents, will be used in the 
consultants' final report on the 
idea, expected in April. The re¬ 
port will contain a market 
analysis, concept development 
plan and a feasibility assess¬ 
ment. 

Carry said she is very ex¬ 
cited about the concept of Edu¬ 
Farm and hopes to see it 
develop into a major tourism 
plan for the area. 


Rx for winter driving 


Picture this; Your heart just 
skipped a beat, you feel your 
stomach sink to your knees as 
you hold your breath and ham¬ 
mer on the brakes. 

Sound familiar? If you're 
like most people, this winter 
driving scenario is only all too 
familiar. 

Dennis Combs knows this. 
FHe's seen accidents happen 
time and time again since he 
started working at the Moun- 
tainview Professional Driving 
School seven years ago. It's the 
kind of incident Combs says no 
one is immune to these days. "I 
think everyone has been in a 
situation at one time or another 
when they've misjudged a driv¬ 
ing hazard. It's so easy in the 
^ winter to forget the simplest 

I things . . . like how much room 

I you should use to begin brak- 

; ing before an icy intersection." 

While experience does 
help. Combs says accidents 
don't take preference to any 
one age group, and can happen 
to anyone regardless of special 
vehicle features. "A lot of peo- 
[ pie think front-wheel drives are 

> better to have in the winter, but 

I'd just as soon go with a rear- 
wheel drive . . . especially 
when you hit a rut or something 
on the road. A front-wheel 
drive car is difficult to control," 
Combs remarks. 

Of course, some cars are 
more effective at preventing the 
driver, or passenger from get¬ 
ting severely injured in an acci¬ 
dent. Combs explains the Can¬ 
ada Transport rating system 
ranks the "average" car as 100. 
"Depending on the accident, 
of course, certain cars are safer 
to be in than others. The 
Chevrolet Chevette, for exam¬ 
ple, ranks at about 154." Ac¬ 
cording to Combs, this means 
the driver of a Chevette has a 
54 per cent greater chance of 
being injured in an accident 
than someone driving a Ford 


LTD, for example. The Ford 
chalks up 69 points on the 
rating chart, meaning th j driver 
would have a 31 per cent 
greater chance of NOT being 
injured in the same accident. 

Statistics aside. Combs 
stresses that most times, ac¬ 
cidents are avoidable, especial¬ 
ly the ones around town. "In 
Olds, I'd have the say the most 
common mistake people tend 
to make when they drive in the 
winter is not considering how 
slippery the streets can get and 
how much room they need to 
stop. It's so easy to prevent an 
accident from happening if you 
keep road conditions in mind." 

Another popular glitch in 
local driving habits is over park¬ 
ing lots. The majority of ac¬ 
cidents here are caused by 
motorists not checking properly 
before they back up. "This too, 
is easily preventable. All you 
have to do is back into your 
stall so that when you go to 


leave you just have to drive 
straight out," Combs recom¬ 
mends. 

No matter how careful a 
motorist is in the winter, ac¬ 
cidents are a fact of life, as is 
learning how to deal with their 
outcome effectively. "The first 
thing to do right off the bat is 
report any accident over 
$1,000 to the RCMP immediate¬ 
ly. Don't get conned into mak¬ 
ing deals with the other 
motorist who may be trying to 
hide his suspended licence 
from the authorities," Combs 
says. "Make sure, even in small 
fender benders that you always 
get the other party's drivers 
license number, registration, 
and insurance before you leave 
the scene." 

All this, and brushing up on 
your defensive driving skills, for 
course, could just pull you 
through another safe winter 
driving season.

Sundre clean up continues

Clean up of the James River 
area after a sweet gas blowout 
is continuing, with cost 
estimates growing. 

Bob Snyder, Vice President 
in charge of Operations for 
Nova Corporation said in¬ 
surance estimators are continu¬ 
ing to gather information about 
the damage caused by the Jan¬ 
uary 8th explosion. 


"We had insurance adjust¬ 
ors on the sight almost im¬ 
mediately after the event,” he 
said. "We are continuing to 
look into claims for damage, 
although about half of the 
claims have already been set¬ 
tled.” 

Reports of damage began 
rolling in immediately after the 
spectacular explosion near Sun¬ 
dre which cut off gas exports 


around the country and into 
the U.S. Nova reported the gas 
to be back on line within 48 
hours after the explosion, 
thanks to a bit of good luck. 

"The repairs went very 
smoothly,” said Snyder. ”We 
have a large construction pro¬ 
gram already ongoing in the 
province, so we had the 
material and the labour to fix 
the problem on hand. We were 



able to get on line by late Sun¬ 
day and got back to normal gas 
flows on Monday.” 

The cause of the explosion 
is still under investigation, and 
Snyder expects it may be 
awhile before any results are 
made public. 

"Right now metallurgical 
testing is going on and that is 
very time consuming, so we 
don't anticipate any answers 
very soon.”

Has your washing machine 
washed it's last pair of coveralls?

For most consumers, a major 
appliance is a large item in their 
budget. To keep satisfaction high 
and disappointment low. The 
Soap and Detergent Association 
offers the following pointers. 

First, study all the dealer's 
available printed materials. Spec¬ 
ification sheets will help you 
compare different features, de¬ 
signs and capacities on different 
makes and models Check the 
warranty to find out how long the 
coverage is in effect, if it covers 
the entire product or only certain 
parts, and if labour is included. 
The appliance manual gives you 
"hidden" information, such as 
how the product operates and 
special care required 

Compare what you have 
learned with your personal 
requirements. What features will 
you really use? Will the use 
justify any extra cost? Will this 
model allow you to add on 
features in the future? Does the 
size meet your family's lifestyle 
requirements? Will the appliance 
fit where you plan to install it . . . 
with sufficient clearance to open 
doors or accommodate family 
traffic patterns? Does your home 


have adequate electrical service 
for the appliance receptacles? 
Clearly establish the cost of 
delivery and installation. Does 
this include removal of your old 
appliance? How much will that 
cost? Does the dealer service the 
appliance he sells? If not, find the 
nearest location for authorized 
factory service. 

Once you receive that new 
appliance, don't wait until it's too 
late to discover that something 
doesn't work properly. Warran¬ 
ties are based on time, not usage 
Since most defects show up 
during the first few uses, make a 
point of trying out each feature 
and testing the controls in the 
early stages of ownership If you 
should have a problem, contact 
the dealer or service agency 
immediately If they don't handle 
the problem to your satisfaction, 
contact the manufacturer K eep a 
"paper trail," i.e. put your 
complaints in writing, then keep 
a copy of all correspondence and 
service receipts, including no¬ 
charge, in-warranty calls. This 
type of documentation will help 
settle any conflicts that might 
arise.

Kitchen Basics, which 
opened its doors last October, 
offers row after row of quality 
bulk foods, eliminating wasteful 
packaging and extra costs; a 
great bonus in these tough 
economic and environmentally 
concerning times. 

Store owners Jocelyne and 
Robert Fournier decided to 
open the bulk food store last 
year after moving to Carstairs 
from Calgary. 

Despite a real affection for 
the area, Jocelyne was disheart¬ 
ened with having to drive back 
to the city every time she 
wanted to do some bulk food 
shopping.

This being the Fournier's 
first venture in to retail store 
ownership, they are cautiously 
optimistic about how the bulk 
food concept is being received 
in Carstairs. 

"We started out pretty 
slow," said Jocelyne, “but we 


are getting quite alot of repeat 
business now. I think that for 
environmental reasons alone, 
bulk food buying will get more 
popular."

Support of Families is knee-deep , 
in rhetoric over how much they ( 
are going to start helping families 
and yet they refuse to give 
families like the Wegner's and 
the Hare's enough home care 
assistance to bring their babies 
home and to try to normalize 
their lives as much as possible. 

The government's latest 
pro-family stance is reason 
enough to lift the cap on home 
care but even from a cold-hearted 
economic point of view, the 
hospital bed costs for these 


babies is approximately 
$1,10000 a day, this is nowhere 
near the money required for 
home care. Surely, if the 
government cannot relate to the 
savings in human costs the dollar 
figures will convince them. 

I believe the solution to this 
government-created tragedy is to 
keep the $3,000.(X) figure for 
budget purposes but to build in 
some flexibility that would 
recognize the extended home 
care needs of a few and provide 
for them, ensuring decisions are 
based on needs and economics 
and not an arbitrary dollar figure. 

In honour of the govern¬ 
ment's coveted Family Day, I am 
pleading with the Premier to give 
home care the resources it needs 
to get on with the job Nicholas 
and Samuel deserve and need to 
come home to their families.
